farmers who had failed as wheat 
growers, but. he had never known of 
one farmer to fail who honestly prac- 
ticed mixed farming. Mr. Bed- 
ford spoke. the truth. Never 
was there a sterner lesson given than 
the western farmers have gotten this 
year, They staked their all on one 
crop—wheat and-other grain—and that 
crop though large was not a success. 
The result, as we all know, has been 
losses by bad harvest weather caus- 
ing damp and wet grain; losses caused 
by the farmers flooding the market 
through making a mad rush to sell it. 
The results we also see: notes over- 
duc at the banks, storekeepers’ ac- 
counts unsettled, machinery unpaid 
for, wholesale and manufacturing 
firms dunning for the money due them 
by the western farmers, 

To use a trite saying, “our farmers 
put all their eggs in one basket, the 
basket fell, the eggs were smashed, 
and all that were left was the frag- 
mests to pay for a year’s work. How 
different would it have been had the 
farmers had the revenue from their 
dairy cattle and their hogs to fall 
back upon He would then have been 
able to pay his way, and be able to 
bear tho loss on one item of his in- 
come, 60 long as others were profit- 
able. There is no room for disput- 
ing the fact that what is known as 
“mixed farming” is good farming, safe 
farming and profitable farming. 

Look abroad and see how the farm- 
ers who pay a yearly rent of from 
$5 to $15 an acre make farming pay. 
It is not by confining themselves to 
growing crops of grain. That is their 
smallest source of revenue. The mak- 
ing of butter and cheese; the raising 
and fattening of hogs, sheep and cat- 
tle for the butcher; the breeding of 
horses; the growing of roots and vego- 
tables for market, all contribute to 
the British farmers’ bank account and | 
enable him to pay high rents to his | 
landlord. Here, in this northwestern 
Canada, the land is fertile. The farm- 
ers have no rents to pay. But when 
bad seasons come, as come thgy will, 
the single crop on which the farmers 
wholly depend, is a failure, and the 
majority of them are brought to the 
brink of ruin. Diversified farming | 
would remedy all this. 

Now, we will give a brief glance 
at Ontario, and see what mixed farm- 
ing has done for that province. Fifty | 
years ago, grain growing had result 
ed in impoverishing the land to such 
an extent that in large- districts it 
would not grow anything to yield a 
profit.. The dairy industry has work- 
ed wonders in improving these con- 
ditions. For instance, look at the 
county of Oxford. The land is now 
fertile and will grow anything. Good 
large brick barns, comfortable and 
large brick and Stone homes have re- 
placed the ramshackle, dilapidated log 
buildings, and there is an air of com- 


fort and prosperity on every farm, At

Wooster Mi RETRAIL markets, are 
seen chéese buyers from all parts of 
the province, and even from Brita‘n, 
The quality of the cheese is equal to 
any in the world and commands the 
highest prices. In other parts of that 
province the result has been equally 
satisfactory. 

The factory system prevails, mostly 
in Ontario, but there are a great 
many private dairies which are very 
profitable, though the farms are small, 
few of them exceeding one hundred 
acres.

Order of the Garter. . 

It is certainly to Edward III. that 
England owves the existence of the Or- 
der of the Garter witb its motto, ‘Hont 
soit qui mal y pense,” commonly but 
rather freely translated as “Evil to 
him who evil thinks.” A more literal 
reading would be, “Sbamed be be whe 
thinks evil of it.” The order was es- 
tablished on April 23, 1349. This is ia- 
dubitable, but it is uncertajn why the 
garter was selected as its name and 
symbol and what is the special signific- 
ance of the motto. Polydore Vergil, 
whose history appeared in 1536, nearly 
200 years after the event, is the earliest 
authority for the famillar story that 
the Countess of Salisbury, one of the 
king’s favorites, dropped her garter at 


a ball and that Edward picked it up|. 


and banded it back with the remark 
that is pow proverbial. Unfortunately 
for this story, it is known that “Honi

Highly Exciting In Spots, Where the 
Swaying Steamer Plunges Through 
the Lines of Boiling Breakers, 


Steamboating in New Zealand, to 
judge by Charles Edward Russell's ac- 
count of it in the Twentieth Century 
Magazine, has in it more excitement 
(ban relaxation. It is a more or less 
herve racking experience, not only for 
the anxious passengers, but for the sea- 
soved steamboat men as well. ; 
| The swift water courses that come 
down from the lofty backbone of the 
islands are full of rapids that can keep 
the most eskillfwi pilot on the anxious 
seat until they have been successfully 
“run.” This is the story of such an 
achievement somewhere on the Wan- 
ganui river: 

The captain, a sunburned and active 
young Scot, stands at the great wheel 
forward on the upper deck, whence he 
can see bow and stern. Two stout 
Maori youths sit on the forecastle; two 
hover above the rudder; all are armed 
with long, iron shod poles that are to 
be objects of your anxious concern be- 
fore the voyage Is done. 

The boat is slipping smoothly along 

the unrippled reach, You look up of a 
sudden and catch your breath. The 
rapid is directly in front of you, the 
steamer is tearing into it, and how can 
any vessel get through such a place? 
Here goes the narrow stream, roaring 
and singing past the rocks. You can 
see the bottom everywhere. It looks 
only an inch or two from the surface. 
, The whole thing pitches visibly down- 
ward. Beyond at a lower level shines 
the smooth, dark green surface of the 
next reach. The green and the silver 
are beautiful, The singing of the wa- 
ter is music, but for these you care not, 
for you see plainly tbat in another mo- 
ment the boat, even now lurching sug- 
gestively, will be rolled over like a log, 
and you will be grasping at some bowl- 
der in the flood. 

Meanwhile the captain spins -the 
wheel back and forth like a squirrel's 
cage, with bis gaze fixed intently upon 
the water just ahead, as if he read 
through it and scanned the stones be- 
neath, The brown Maoris stand for- 
ward and aft, with their poles in their 
hands. :

Just as the craft seems 
sliding sidewise into the bowlders that 
line ber path she slips out through the 
passage into the placid green and sil- 
ver of the next reach, and the captain, 
sounding the jingle bell, settles down 
to a cup of tea, holding the wheel with 
one hand. You could not touch bottom 
here with the statue of Liberty. 

If I can read men better than rapids 
the Scot himself is not always sure 
how he is coming out of these tangles. 
Sometimes bis quick, rasping orders to 
the Maoris have the ragged edge of 
anxiety, and his manner of tearing 
with hands and feet at the wheel in- 
dicates a considerable concern: Once 
I heard him mutter under bis breath 
the national slogan; “I hae ma doots! 
I hae ma doots!” as we shot into a 
particularly abominable plece of water. 

The channel, no more than wide 
enough for-the little bull, turned sbarp- 
ly at the bottom of the slide, and I had 
something rather worse than doubts 
as the boat went sidewise down, seeing 
what was ahead for her.

To Canada belongs the honor of 
having constructed and navigated the 
first vessel to cross the Atlantic pro- 
es wholly by steam power. ‘That 
ist of steamshipaé was the Royal Wil- 
liam, and its first trip across the At- 
lantic was thade in 1833—twenty-four 
years after the St. Lawrence River 
was first navigated by steamboat, and 
three years before the earliest of Can- 
adian railways was opened between 
Laprairie and St. Johns. 

The Royal William was built by a 
joint steek company, and in the list 
of owners appear the names of the 
three brothers, Joseph, Henry and 
Samuel Cunard, of Halifax, N.8., 
founders of the famous Cunard Line. 
The Royal William was built at Que- 
bec during the years 1830 to 1831, 
and the work was carried on in the 
yard of Campbell and Black, ship- 
builders. » 

A native of Quebee designed 
ship and superintended its construc- 
tion. He was Mr. James Goudie, born 
in. Quebec in 1809, and who died in 
1892. 

In the spring of 1831, the ship was 
launched with much ceremony.
